The only pertinent records maintained by this 
Office relate to current or recent past Supreme Court 
litigation in which the federal government has participated 
r t' , at any time within the last 10 years, you have been 
Involved as a party in such litigation, please specify 
the case name and reporter citation, docket number, or 
Term of Court, and we will then be able to search our 
records for any information to which you may be entitled.
